Am ſorry I cannot in all things con- 
form myſelf to the Advices of my

lone am intereſted, and they only adviſe 
me to come over as ſoon as the AQ of 
Indemnity is paſs'd , becauſe they think 
it is beſt for me, I cannot whotly lay 
alidemy own Judgment and Choice. I 
confeſs, we are naturally inclin'd to de- 
light in our own Country, and I have a 
particular Love to mine; I hope I have 
iven ſome Teſtimony of it ; I think that 
hs exiPd from it is a great Evil, and 
would redeem myſelf from it with the 
loſs ofa great deal of my Blood : But when 
that Country of mine, which us'd to be 
eſteem'd a Paradiſe, is now like to be 
madea Stage of Injury,the Liberty which 
we hoped toeſtabliſhoppreſsd, all man- 
ner of Prophaneneſfs, Looſneſs, Luxury 
and Lewdneſs fet up in its heighth ; in- 
ſtead of the Piety, Virtue, Sobriety, and 
Modeſty, which we hoped God, by our 
Hands, would have introduc*d ; the Beſt 
of our Nation made a Prey to the Worſt ; 
the Parliament, Court and Army corrup- 
ted, the People enſlav*d, all things ven- 
(ible, and no Man ſafe, but by ſuch evil 
and infamous Means as Flattery and Bri- 
bery what Joy can I have in my own 
Country in this Condition ? Is it a Plea- 
{ure 
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ſure to ſee all that I love in. the World 
fold and deſtroy*d ? Shall I renounce all 
my old Principles, learn the vile Court- 
arts,and make my Peace by bribing ſome 
of them ?
